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SUBJECT: CAPITOL GROUNDS SMOKE FREE EXCEPT WHERE DESIGNATED

POLICY STATEMENT

Beginning September 24, 2007, smoking will no longer be allowed on the Capitol
grounds except in designated smoking areas pursuant to North Dakota Century Code
54-21-18, authorizing the Office of Management and Budget to control, manage, and
maintain the Capitol grounds.

This action will provide a smoke free environment for state employees and the
general public as they use the Capitol grounds. The smoke free environment covers
all areas of the Capitol grounds except where designated (see attached diagram
identifying designated smoking areas).
